— Ssn Maria, a small town 
in tbe stiutbeastern portion of this 
province, near Roaarlo, waa totally 
destroyed by tha Spaaiah gowillas 
Tuesday Bight Oa tba 11th a Cu 
ban force camped near there aud 
procured water for tbeir horses from 
the pnl.li.- well of the place. Ni 
particular aid or welcome was ex 
irn ir.l to thciu. but this -.liglit favor 
wa-^ reported to the Spanish ainl tlie_\ 
Vowed that the place shoiiKl be de- 
stroyed. Capt. Sartillo. with his 
bantl of Spanish guerrillas, raidcti 
the plaoa Tueadi^. Tba leading 
mea, a o a ia thirty«fiv« la anaiber, 
wera arrested and brought before 
him. He then (piestioned them 
sharply as to why tliey gave the in- 
surgents aid. lie was told ttie cir- 
cii'iistaiices, liiit lie rcTised to b»- 
lieve them, and -tatrd that the town 
hel|ie<l tbe Cnlian l ansc and therefore 
it should l>e des\royc<l at once. 

The women of tbe |>lace came be- 
fora bin and implored him to not de- 
stroj their property. Ha laaultol 
them, and told them that be would 
give them five minutes in which to 
remove their possessions from tin- 
houses. Before the live minutes Iniil 
elapseii, however, liis soKln rs be^an 
pillii^iiiir the houses and settiiii; tire 
to tlieiii. W henever tluy fciind aii\ 
of the owners taking out aujlhiiig 
whii,h tliey fancied, the soldiers 
knocked them down and took the ar- 
ticles away from them. Ia leas than 
two boon tha plaoa waa a bmbs of 
ruins. 'Tbafa ware about 100 inbab- 
itant« there with not a roof to cover 
them. Many of them were wo- 
men and childn ii. Tlie irner- 
rilla captain selected liftet n 
men ainl had them sh>>l m 
the ptiblic s'piare as an "tibjei t les- 
son." 'I'he men were then forced tcv 
leave tbe place, an<l go out in the 
open country under threat of being 
kilted at ooc* if they disobeyed. 
When tbe women and oBlldran start- 
ed to follow they were atoppad.There 
were nearly seventy-Bve women and 
i;itl> will, were kept in one building, 
wliii li Ilie ;:iierrillas left staiiduig. for 
twcnt \ -four hours, exposed to em. I 
treatment by the guerrillas ami olli- 
cers. Tlie mierrillas left 'he follow- 
I ing night, after burning that biiilil. 
I ing. It is also reporteil that eight or 
ten of tbe women were killed after- 
wanl.
